Many Cotton Growers Plac- 


ing Too Much Confidence 
in January's Cold Weath- 
er to Kill Out Pert, Ex- 
pert* Declare. 


(By The Associated Presi.) 
WASHINGTON. May 7.— Many cot- 
ton farmers are placing too much 
confidence 
in la«t January's 
cold 
we*th*r and are expecting a lighter 
invasion of boll weevils than they will 
actually experience this year. In the 
opinion of expert* of; the department 
of agriculture. 
The latest informa- 


tion »valla.ble. a government state- 
ment issued today says, shows that 
while the emergence from hiberna- 
tion will (be generally lighit. there 
will Mill be sufficient weevils to do 
very Mrlpus damage in almost all 
sections. 
gome weeks ago a preliminary state- 
ment on boll weevil prospects, based 
on examination of Spanish moss for 
hibernating boll weevils, but the fig- 
ure* published were accompanied by 
a warning that they were only indica- 
tive In a general way and should not 
b« taken as meaning that there would 
not be sufficient weevils to cause seri- 
ous- damage. 
"The general attitude toward these 
figures," the department 
says, "has 


been much more optimistic than they 
really Justified, 
and many farmers 
have felt that it would not be neces- 
sary for them to fight the weevils ttys 
year. This is an attitude which was 
not warranted by the original state- 
ment «.nd more recent observations on 
the we<vil emergence in department's 
hibernation cages at Tallulah. La., 
have further emphasized this fact. 
"Bach 
fall approximately 
30.000 


boll waevlls are placed in hiberna- 
tion cages at Tallulah. 
These cages 
contain different kin^s of material 
ordinarily used by the weevils as hib- 
ernation shelter and the installations 
are made at various dates from the 
'earliest to the latest 
at wblch the 
weevils normally enter hibernation in 
the field. 
Emec«4nce of the surviving weevils 
starts in these cages usually some 
time about March first and continues 
until about July 1. Throughout this 
period dally records are made on ev- 
ery cage to determine the number of 
weevil* appearing It is impossible, 
of course, to take the emergence fig- 
ures for the months of March and 
April which have Just passed and ab- 
solutely predict what the final survi- 
val will be 
particularly 
since the 
peak of emergence normally occurs 
during the month of May hut a close 
study of past records shows that a 
correlation of this emergence with 
the weather records for the aame 
period predicts a fairly close approxi- 
mation of the total ssurvival 
"As nearly as can tie predicted, the 
survival "will probably be higher than 
in 1917. 191S or 1919 and will fairly 
closely approach that of 1920. 
In 
other words, there "will .be ample we- 
evils in the field to produce a nor- 
mal damage to the cotton crop, and 
as usual the question of principal im- 
portance will be the one of summer 
weather. Undoubtedly the emergence 
is lighter than Jt has been in some 
of the moat severer-ears in the past 
and this isfan opportunity which the 
farmer ahoald not overlook in fight- 
ing tht weevil, but at the same time- 
the farmer who does not prepare to 
fight the weevil now ie merply gamb- 
ling on the weather during July and 
AujruK."-

Vaccinated Dogs 
Are Muzzle Exempt 


Under City Law 


Steps are being taken by the city 
authorities t6 enforce the city ordi- 
nance which provides that dogs shall 
be muzzled during the months of 
June. July, August 'And September, 
when they are most susceptible to ra- 
bies. Dr R. W. Garnett. city health 
officer today called attention to the 
city ordinance bearing on this point, 
which was adopted 
by the Council 
last August and which provides that 
doge -which 
have 
been vaccinated 


against »rabies may run unmuzzled- 
Dogs which have been thus immuniz- 
ed against the disease must be certi- 
fied toy a registered veterinarian 
Dr. "Garnett also stressed the im- 


portance of housing dogs which be- 
have 
suspiciously 
during 
Summer 
months instead of killing them, im- 
mediately. By keeping them alive and 
making it possible to observe them 
rabie« can be more definitely defines. 
Dogs which 
are 
killed. 
however. 


should be decapitated and the head 
sent at once to the city health office 
from which point they will be ±or- 
warded to Richmond for bacteriologi- 
cal examination.
